the  State  of  Israel  has  come  into  being! 

It  is  about  the  universal,  spiritual,  miraculous  element  in  the  reconstruction  of 
the  Jewish  Homeland  in  Palestine  that  he  shall  talk;  discussing  it  not  only  since  we 
are  Jews,  but  even  more  because  we  are  human  beings  who,  he  feels,  can  believe  in 
miracles  despite  all  our  critical  intelligence.

Rabbi  Steinberg  will  explain  the  four 
significances  of  the  word  “miracle” — 
the  esthetic,  the  supernatural,  the  happy 
coincidence,  and  the  achievement  of  the 
seemingly  impossible  by  spirit.  Which 
one  does  the  State  of  Israel  exemplify, 
or  does  it  exemplify  all? 

Has  not  this  miracle  of  the  Jews  in 
Israel  significance  for  all  mankind?  If 
one  such  thing  is  possible,  cannot  there 
be  many;  if  one  impossibility  can  be 
achieved,  is  not  everything  possible? 
Need  we  despair  of  anything  good? 

We  require  hope  in  this  chaotic  world 
today,  but  hope  must  not  remain  mere 
hope;  it  must  become  effortful  will,  for 
it  has  been  proven  that  to  spirit  all  things 
are  possible.  Rabbi  Steinberg  then  will 
discuss  the  question  that  must  arise: 
What  kind  of  a  universe  can  this  be 
where  such  events  can  occur,  where  spirit 
though  so  powerless  can  in  the  end  prove 
most  powerful  of  all? 

Rabbi  Kertzer  is  preaching  the  sec¬ 
ond  morning  of  Rosh  Hashanah  on  “The 
Supreme  Test  of  Man.”  Using  as  Ins 
text,  “and  the  Lord  tested  Abraham,” 
he  will  develop  the  thought  that  civiliza¬ 
tion  was  born  when  man  was  first  tested 
and  challenged. 

This  will  be  more  of  a  psychological 
approach  to  finding  some  solution  to  the 
despair  of  our  times.  Like  Abraham, 
each  of  us  has  his  personal  Mount  Mori¬ 
ah;  each  of  us  must  ascend  the  mount 
of  trial  and  challenge. 

There  is  a  profound  correlation  be¬ 
tween  the  iesting  of  man  and  his  pro¬ 
gress  morally  and  spiritually.  There  is

The  last  year  brought  the  miracle  of 
the  birth  of  the  State  of  Israel;  may  its 
consolidation  and  tranquilization  he 
achieved  in  the  year  ahead. 

During  the  past  twelve  months,  if  the 
cause  of  peace  and  democracy  has  not 
prevailed,  it  has  not  been  altogether 
worsened  either.  May  the  scales  incline, 
in  coming  days,  toward  the  good. 

During  5708,  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  went  from  strength  to  strength. 
May  it  have  the  merit  during  5709  to 
continue  on  and  upward.

Among  all  the  professional  restraints 
imposed  by  undependable  health  I  have 
found  only  two  especially  galling,  those 
which  limited  my  activities  as  a  pastor 
and  teacher.  These,  I  am  happy  to  say, 
are  to  be  relaxed  appreciably  during  the 
new  year. 

Strangely  enough,  I  have  not  missed 
particularly  either  the  excitements  or 
gratifications  of  “communal  leadership”, 
the  addressing  of  mass  meetings  on  im¬ 
portant  occasions,  or  participation  in  the 
proceedings  of  Committees  and  Boards 
administering  consequential  communal 
interests.  Pursuits  of  the  latter  sort  have 
never  been  my  metier;  and  as  for  the 
former,  even  when  I  was  doing  the  most 


of  that  kind  of  thing,  I  was  already 
doubtful  of  its  significance.  The  most 
eloquent  of  speeches  is  to  personal  rela¬ 
tions  between  rabbi  and  congregant  or 
to  the  conduct  of  a  class  as,  according  to 
Anita  Loos’  epigram,  a  kiss  on  the  hand 
is  to  a  diamond  bracelet.  The  first  are 
pleasant  to  the  recipient  and  therefore 
gratifying  to  the  donor;  the  second  lasts 
longer. 

While,  fortunately,  I  was  at  no  time 
compelled  to  surrender  altogether  these 
two  most  fruitful  of  rabbinic  roles,  I 
hope  now  to  discharge  them  more  ex¬ 
tensively.  Especially  in  personal  counsel¬ 
ling  is  my  program  to  be  freer.  Whereas 
in  the  recent  past  persons  who  desired 
to  consult  with  me  were  compelled  to 
seek  me  out  at  home,  which  many  were 
reluctant  to  do,  I  shall  hereafter  be  at 
the  Synagogue  during  specified  hours, 
two  afternoons  a  week.  Appointments 
can  he  made  readily  through  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  office.  Nor  need  anyone  hesitate 
out  of  solicitude  for  my  welfare.  As  the 
ancient  rabbis  put  it:  “More  than  the 
calf  wishes  to  suckle,  the  cow  desires  to 
be  suckled.” 

So,  as  before  in  years  gone  by,  the 
door  latch  of  my  study  at  the  Synagogue 
will  he  out,  if  not  all  the  time,  then  at 
least  some  of  it,  but  in  any  case  for 
anyone,  man,  woman,  or  child,  on  any 
issue  large  or  small  on  which  a  rabbi 
may  be  of  service  to  a  congregant.

no  reason  today  to  despair  in  the  fate 
of  what  seem  to  be  growing  challenges 
to  our  intellectual  and  spiritual  ingenu¬ 
ity.  Humanity,  as  civilization  progresses 
and  becomes  more  complex,  also  will 
ascend  its  Mount  Moriah  and  will  tri¬ 
umph.  Actually,  the  goals  of  man  auto¬ 
matically  progress  to  higher  levels  with 
the  upward  march  of  civilization  and 
one  must  continually  readjust  his  sights, 
accordingly,  not  to  lose  view  of  them. 

Rabbi  Kertzer  will  further  give  his 
views  on  the  greatest  hazard  in  the  mod¬ 
ern  world.  This  is  lack  of  confidence  in 
ourselves;  not  ourselves  as  individuals, 
but  in  the  ability  of  society  to  work  out 
its  own  salvation.
